The 
number of inhabitants killed is not told, but 
must have heen very great, 

In China, earthquakes are frequent at Pe- 
kin but not at Canton. The Jesuit mission- 
ary, Pere Mailla, relates that in 1679, 300,- 
900 people were buried in the: ruins of Pe- 
| Kin, together with 30,000 belonging to the 
suburban town of Tongchor. Another oc- 
| Curred in 1730, destroying 100,000 in Pekin 
and 20,000 more in adjacent villages. Royal 
| palaces and Jesuits’ churches were over- 
| thrown, and the Imperial heusehold took 
the water in boats, 

In Japan, earthquakes are so common that 
the natives regard them as we do violent 
storms. In 1586, a succession of shocks 
lasted through forty days, destroying most 
| of the great city of Yeddo, together with 
| 200,000 people. Another took place in 1783, 
| destroving twenty villages, with most of 
| their inhabitants; another in connection 
with a yoleanic eruption occurred in 1793, 
killing 33,000 people. Again in 1854, the 
town of Simoda was laid Waste, and ‘the

In this 
county enough precincts have been heard 
from to render it pretty certain that Charles 
(Union) is elected Oounty Judge, although 
it is a close vote. The election passed off 
quietly, and but little excitement existed 
save here and thete some strife as to who 
should be elected Justices. The vote shows 
the wisdom of separating the judicial from 
the ‘general election, and proves beyond 
doubt that politics has nothing to do with 
it.(?) We will hazard a guess that not more 
than eighty thousand votes were polled for 
Supreme Judge in this State, and that every 
man voted for the person whose political 
views accorded with his own. In this in- 
stance no harm has been done for a good 
Judge has been elected, but it may not al- 
ways be so, and when a nomination is equiv- 
alent to an election, the sharpest workers in 
Convention will control nominations. 


Exection Returns.—The Board of Su- 
pervisors will meet on Monday next to can- 
vass the returns from the election precincts.

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LEITER FROM SAN FRANCISCO. © 
San Francteco, Oct. 16, 1865. : 
Eptror Unron :—Fearing that your reatl- 
ers might conclude your correspondent -had 
been swallowed up by an eartliquake, or 
blown up on the the Yosemite, and that 
they would he, thereby, deprived from peru- 
sing the brilliant epistolary effusion prom- 
ised in my other-tetter, I thought best to | 
say at us early a moment as possible, that 
such is not the case—hut. in the language 
of the immortal Webstet, “ we still live ;” un- 
like the injunction on patent medicine la- 
hels, “to be well shaken before taken,” we 
yet “hold our grip.” This ig certainly. a. 
great country for sensations. We are ‘not 
out of one before we are in another. Scarcely 
had we begun. to be well settled in our 


boots, and ceased to “vibrate,” when the |: 


terrible ca'amity that happened the Yosemite 
burst npon us, whereby Bf 

sons are killed, and as many more badly 
scalded. Heretofore the traveling public 
have felt perfectly secure when trusting 
themselves on the boats of the Steam Nayi-

There is quite a change in the 
subject of conversation in the throng you 
are constantly meeting on the street, from 
what there was two years ago. Then nearly 
the entire topic of conversation was feet, as- 
sessments, dividends, &c.‘ Now you hear 
but little of it. The stock-market having 
flattened out so, it has compelled large num- 
bers of stock-brokers to seek some other 
mode of making a living. “Wild cat” stocks 
and green “wild cat buyers have alike dis- 
appeared in a great measure from the mar- 
ket. The parties who are now engaged in 
the stock business, are generally men of | 
means, who do a legitimate business in divi- 
dend paying mines or claims of known val- 
ue. The “curb-stone” brokers are about 
all played out. Plumas county stands No. 
1 asa mining county, with every one here 
that has any knowledge of her mineral re- | 
sources. The great drawback is on account 
of our being so far away, and so difficult of 
access for so many months in the year. A 
good winter road down either the North 
or Middle Forks of Feather River is what 
we need and must have in order sto make 
Plumas county second to no mining: county 
in the State. 

Ihave lately paid a visit to the States 
Prison. A pleasant ride of two hours on | 
the boat and we landed at Point San Quen- | 
tin. Immeiliately proceeding up to the offi- | 
cers quarters, we encountered our old friend | 
A. A. Cummings, Esq., now an attache of | 
the prison, but long a resident of Plumas.— 
He greeted us with the hearty welcome for 
which he is proverbial. Of course we bad 
a good Jong talk about Plumas affairs and 
other matters, not omitting politics. After 
we had fought our old political battles o'er | 
and o'er, whipped the Southern Confedera- 
cy again, and reconstructed the Union } 
to our entire satisfaction, we proceeded to 
tuke a view of the inside of the prison, and 
the 630 convicts confined therein. The yard 
in which the prisoners are kept, is surronnd- 
ed bya high wall, on which is posted senti- 
nels, who pace backward and forward con- 
stantly, ready at any time to give the alarm 
in case of an outbreak. On the hills: sur- | 
rounding the yard, cannon are placed in 
such a position as to rake the yard, in case 
of necessity, but it is to be hoped that none 
will ever arise, as there would undoubtedly 
be a fearful slaughter should an outbreak he 
attempted. You know the prison is partly 
self-sustaining, there being about one hun 
dred men emp!oyed on contract, in making 
saddles and harness; also about seventy em- 
ployed in making hoots and shoes. In the 
cooper shop, there are some sixty men at 
work, and about the same number in the 
clothing department. For the services of 
these men the State receives from 35 to 40 
cents a day, and from an examination of the 
work they turn out, I should say that it was 
No. 1 work of the kind, strong and substan- 
tial. The prisoners seem to work well, and 
appear cheerful, but the most of them are 
not at all prepossessing in their appearance, 
and I am told that, as a class, they are. the 
most abject cowards. Of course there are 
some exceptions, but by far the greater num- 
ber are petty thieves, who are no sooner 
turned out than they commit some depreda- 
tion and are sent back. The Salvador pi- 
rates are confined here. Hogg, the Captain, 
who was sentenced for life. is a well-dressed 
quick, active, intelligent looking man, and 
does not look like a “pirute,” by any means. 
All nationalities are here represented,-— 
Americans, Irish, Dutch, English, Negroes, 
Kanackas, Indians and John Chinamen, of 
which last there are about sixty. Plumas is 
represented here in the persons of three con- 
victs,—Harper, who was sent in ‘57. for ten 
years, for killing a man at Jamison City; a 
Chinaman, for killing another Chinaman 


near Spanish Ranch; Rugy, sent for tive | 


years for stealing horses. Joe Coffin is.algo 
at work for the State, making boots, and, I 
should say, is a good workman, judging 
from the job he showed me. Many readets 
of the Unron no doubt remember Jim. Bar- 
ton, alias John Ivy, |who was arrested ‘for 
hurg!ary committed at Jamison City, and 
who forfeited his bail. In an attempt to 
rob a sture, soiwetime since, he reccived a 
charge of shot in one side of his face, which 
entirely destroyed the sight of oae eye, He 
stalks around the prison yard, wearing a 
broad-brimmed hat and spectacles, and. rée- 
sembles more a Presbyterian deacon than 
the desperate character:he is.

and securely locked up ‘for. the. night,” amd 
at 6 o'clock in the morning they are turned 
out for breakfast. Their sleeping apartments 
consist of three large brick and stone bdild- 
irgs, two stories high and with two rooms 
of cells running all ground. Everything’-in

The Fish-Trap is the next. It is one of 
the exceptions,—has pretty nearly paid ex- 
penses, apd promises a dividend to share- 
holders. ’ 

That long flume right below Missouri Falls 
is owned by two companies, who joined 
flumes. All the difference in the claims be- 
longing to the. companies, respectively, is, 
the lower one paid, and the upper one did'nt. 

Now comes in quick succession a number 
of wing-dams, ail. belonging to Celestials, 
yielding—I guess they know—but I don't. 

‘We will-go to the next claim, which is 
owned by the Double-gedred Lightning 
Company. It is a remarkable fact, that this 
company have, with their railroad and hois:- 
ing apparatus, not only moved more dirt 
and worked more ground than any compa- 
ny on the river, but have also made less 
money than any other. 

Now. Dear Unton, I beg to be excused 
from going any further Gown the river, We 
have not found anything very good this far, 
and I'll assure you that the four or five Chi- 
nese companies below Rich Bar and Baker's

Returning to Nelson Point, which retains 
its ancient aspect, (I always know it at sight, 
even after an absence of weeks,) we will turn | 
our attention to Nelson Creek :
